Make-Up of Agency. 

The Missouri Basin Commis- 
sion recommended by the survey 
commission would consist of five 
members appointed by the Presi- 
dent to staggered nine-year terms, 
with the consent of the Senate. 
Members would have to be resi- 
dents of the basin for at least 
five years before appointment 
and not more than three of them 
could belong to one political 
party. They would be required 
to devote full time to the work 
and would be paid accordingly. 
They would be forbidden to have 
any conflicting financial interest. 

The principal offices of the 
commission would have to be 
within the Missouri valley. 

“It shall be the general pur- 
pose of the Missouri Basin Com- 
mission to prepare and direct 
the development of a land and 
water resource program for the 
Missouri basin,” says the report. 
“It will be the commission’s task 
to harmonize and reconcile the 
inter-related: features and pur- 
poses of such a program so as to 
achieve diversified development, 
progressive growth and stabiliza- 
tion of the basin’s economy and 
to make the maximum contribu- 
tion possible to the general wel- 
fare of the Basin and nation.

The minority report said what 
is wanted is a system under which 
“guarded permission” for wire- 
tapping might be granted “under 
judicial process to certain desig- 
nated classes of public officials 
investigating criminal activity,

TORTURE THREATS 
MADE IN KOREA RED 
PROPAGANDA SHIFT 


CENTRAL FRONT, Korea, Feb. 
23 (UP)—A Chinese propaganda 


broadcast at the front lines today 
threatened torture and death to 
captured Americans or South Ko- 
reans. 

The broadcast was a sudden 
switch in the Red propaganda 
line. Earlier this week, broadcasts 
offered television and radio sets 
to soldiers who would surrender. 

Speaking in Korean through 
front-line loudspeakers, a woman 
warned that American or Republic 
of Korea troops would have 
“their arms cut off.” She said 
Communists would shoot them or 
“crush their heads with rocks.” 

An American infantry. officer 
said the broadcast was the most 
brutal” he had ever heard. 

The speaker warned that very 
soon we will have planes and 
bomb South Korea. Then the Ko- 
reans can go home to their moth- 
ers and fathers.”

NATO Council in a surprise move 
has promised Gen. Matthew B.

Allocation of the additional 
$224,000,000—matching the same 
amount approved at the council 
meeting last December—was an- 
nounced last night by Lord Is- 
may, British secretary general of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization. 

The new allotment gave Ridg- 
way, NATO’s supreme command- 
er, a bonus of $20,000,000. In De- 
cember he said $428,000,000 was 
the minimum needed for 1953 
construction of air bases, jet fuel 
pipelines, communications and 
headquarters installations in 
headquarters installations in 
Western Europe. The council 
then allocated only $224,000,000.

The raid was aimed at a 140- 
acre area at Unhyangpo, 20 miles 
southeast of Sinuiju. The B-20s 
touched off at least 40 fires and 
a series of explosions. 

The target had not been hit be- 
fore. The Air Force said it was 
allowed to grow until “the time 
was ripe to hurt it the most.” 

Fighter-bombers during the day 
struck at targets over a wide area 
of North Korea. 

The smaller bombers hit troop 
concentrations at Kandong, north- 
east of Pyongyang, railroad lines 
and roads north of the Kumchon 
sector of the western front, and 
enemy front line positions. 

They destroyed eight buildings 
at Kandong. In _ close-support

A $7,250,000 buildin m 
at St. Louis State Hospital’ eit 
be recommended by the Missouri 
House appropriations subcommit- 
tee, Chairman Edward W. Garn- 
holz (Rep.), St. Louis county, 
said today. | | 

Speaking for the entire group, 
he expressed wholeheatered sup- 
port for the expansion project 
after the subcommittee had noted 
serious fire hazards, overcrowd- 
ing and shortages of personnel in 
a tour of the mental institution 
at 5400 Arsenal street. 

New structures needed at the 
hospital, as proposed by Dr. 
Louis H. Kohler, superintendent, 
are a $6,000,000 administration 
and cinical building; staff phy- 
sicians’ quarters, costing $250,- 
000; nurses’ quarters, $500,000, 
and an industrial and occupation- 
al therapy building, $500,000. 

Fire Hazard Noted. 

The last building would house 
carpentry, paint and sewing shops 
now occupying the basement of 
the main hospital building. The 
legislators had pointed out these 
shops as a serious fire hazard, 
endangering employes and pa- 
tients working in them, as well 
as 1430 men and 1943 women 
patients on the floors directly 
above. 

Dr. Kohler told the subcom- 
mittee that half the cost of the 
expansion program could be 
borne by the Federal Government 
under the Hill-Burton Law pro- 
viding aid for hospital construc- 
tion where teaching facilities are 
provided. He added, however, 
that the cost estimates probably 
would have to be revised up- 
ward because of inflation since 
they were made several years 
ago. 0 

Slave Labor’ Charged. 

An example of what Garn- 
holz called “slave labor’ was 
found by the Legislators in the 
hospital laundry, also occupying 
— basement of the main build- 
ng. 

At temperatures up to 125 de- 
grees in summer—so hot that 
automatic fire sprinklers some- 
times turn on spontaneously,-— 
120 unpaid patients and 35 paid 
employes handle 441,000 pounds 
of laundry a month, the ‘subcom- 
mittee’ was told. 

An appropriation of $450,000 
already has been made for a new 
laundry building, it was pointed 
out. 

Subcommittee members com- 
mended Dr. Kohler and his staff 
for taking precautions and mak- 
ing improvements where possible 
under present circumstances. 
The Legislators noted approving- 
ly that hazardous basement 
spaces were inspected every two 
hours by a watchman, that the 
carpenter shop was kept free of 
sawdust accumulations and that 
new facilities had been opened 
recently, including a new pharm- 
acy, barber shop and laboratory. 

Wooden Partitions Replaced. 

One important change made 
since the state took over the hos- 
pital from the city five years ago 
was replacing of wooden base- 
ment partitions with walls of con- 
crete blocks to separate the vari- 
ous shops. 

Overcrowding at the institu- 
tion is so serious that patients 
have “little more space for liv- 
ing than they would need for a 
decent burial,” Garnholz ob- 
served after inspecting one of 
the women’s wards.

URGES DISOBEYING 
ANY STATE RENT LAW 


Vice President of Property 
Owners’ Group Says Legis-- 
lation Is Unconstitutional. 


Missouri landlords should dis- 
obey any state rent control law, 
if one is enacted, because it 
would be “unconstitutional,” 
Joseph E, Flynn, vice president 
of the St. Louis branch of the 
Property Owners Association of 
America, said last night at a 
landlords meeting at St. Louis 
House, 2345 Lafayette avenue.

HOUSE UNIT VOTES 
$90,000 FUND CUT 
FOR CIVIL DEFENSE 


Members Express Lack 
of Faith in Present 
State Program — Gov- 
ernor to Be Consulted.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 20— 
Members of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, expressing lack 
of confidence in the present state 
civil defense program, last night 
cut the $75,000 allocation recom- 
mended by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
for civil defense during the 1953- 
55 biennium to $25,0000. This 
amount would be only enough to 
pay the salaries of the director of 
civil defense and a small office 
staff. 

At the same time, a commiltee 
of two was named to express to 
the Governor the feeling of the 
committee and urge that an “ac- 
ceptable” program be planned. 
Those named to, call on the Gov- 
ernor were’ Representatives Wal- 
lace M. Pearson (Rep.), Kirksville, 
and Robert C. Smith (Dem.), Co- 
lumbia 

“Committee members generally 
expressed a lack of confidence in 
the program now under way, al- 
though all recognize the need for 
a civil defense program in the 
state,” Representative Max My- 
ers, chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, said. “They ex- 
pressed belief the present pro- 
gram is ill-planned and lacks 
co-ordination. 

Basis for Cut. 

“That is why we decided to 
cut the allocation and urge Gov. 
Donnelly to take steps to provide 
an adequate program. If a better 
program is worked out, whatever 
funds are necessary can be pro- 
vided in the omnibus appropria- 
tion bill.” 

The $25,000 appropriation, it 
was pointed out, would permit 
maintenance of a civil defense 
office for the state so that fed- 
eral funds for distribution to 
Missouri cities for civil defense 
purposes could be received. A 
total of $1,000,900 federal funds 
for this purpose is expected for 
the two-year period. 

Action of the committee fol- 
lowed a hearing at which Ralph

civil defense, urged allocation of 
the entire $300,00 he had original- 
ly requested for development of 
the defense program during the 
biennium.

Eagleton, Tucker Offer Steps 
To Improve Traffic Conditions 


Enthusiastically 


Rivals in Democratic Mayoral Race Both 


Support Recent 


Chamber of Commerce Plan. 


Recommendations for improv- 
ing traffic conditions in St. Louis 
were made by Mark D. Eagleton 
and Raymond R. Tucker, candi- 
dates for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for mayor, in political talks 
last night. 

Eagleton, making the first ma- 
jor address of his campaign, said 
the time has come to start build- 
ing expressways to relieve con- 
gestion, particularly in the down- 
town district. 

Tucker also advocated construc- 
tion of expressways and suggest- 
ed, in addition, immediate action 
on the extension of an over-pass 
at Vandeventer avenue and an 
under-pass at Grand boulevard 
and Market street to give added 
effectiveness to the Express High- 
way. 

Both Back Traffic Plan. 

Both candidates referred enthu- 
siastically to the recently-pro- 
posed Chamber of Commerce 
master traffic plan, which recom- 
mended one-way streets, parking 
restrictions, better police enforce- 
ment and synchronized traffic 
lights. 

Eagleton, addressing a citizens’ 
committee organized in his be- 
half, said he does “not intend to 
jump on the bandwagon of advo- 
cating public ownership” of mass 
transit facilities. Mayor Darst's 
Transit Ownership Committee has 
recommended that che city own 
and operate such facilities. 

“It is not a good idea for the 
tity to rush into public owner- 
ship of mass transit without the 
most careful consider ation,” 
Eagleton said. “If our traffic 
problems can be solved without 
resort to this expensive and de- 
batable step, so much the better.” 

He warned that public owner- 
ship might “prove to be an in- 
supportable financial burden with- 
out solving our mass transporta- 
tion situation.” 

Eagleton Program. 
Eagleton’s recommended list of 
requirements for enabling St. 
Louis to achieve progress and 
prosperity included: 

Unsnarling the traffic conges- 
tion. 

Continuance of the city earn- 
ings tax. 

Elimination of slums. 

Just treatment of Negroes. 


A substantial bond issue for 
needed civic projects. 

Provision of adequate housing 
for low-income and middle-in- 
come groups. 

“St. Louis has awakened to the 
marvelous opportunities that lie 
before it,” Eagleton said. “I would 
like to play a part in the creation 
of a greater, happier more beauti-, 
ful city.” 

Indorsement of Eagleton’s can- 
didacy by the Fourth Ward Reg- 
ular Democratic Organization 
was announced last night by 
John J. Dwyer, ward comthittee- 
man and chairman of the Demo- 
cratic City Central Committee. 
Eagleton now has been indorsed 
by seven ward organizations. 

Dwyer said: “Careful consider- 
ation was given to all of the 
Democratie candidates for Mayor. 
We settled upon Mr. Eagleton be- 
cause of his long experience in 
St. Louis, both as an outstanding 
member of the bar and as a pub- 
lic official.” 

Tucker’s Views on Traffic. 

Tucker spoke before the Seven- 
teenth Ward Regular Democratic 
Organization, confining his dis- 
cussion to traffic conditions. 

“At this moment, everyone 
wants something done about traf- 
fic in St. Louis, but there is much 
disagreement as to method,” he 
Said. “When a city’s circulatory 
system becomes jammed, and con- 
venient accessibility becomes dif- 
ficult, the existence of the city is 
threatened.” 

Tucker recommended the con- 
version of parking meters in shop- 
ping areas to permit use of a 
penny. Meters in areas of this 
type now take nickels only. 

Meters taking pennies would be 
beneficial to motorists who wish 
to park for only a few minutes 
and to business establishments 
that offer “quick service,” he said. 

“Parking meters are not to be 
considered as a revenue-raising 
measure,” Tucker stated. “Park- 
ing meters must be used Solely 
for improvement of traffic con- 
trols and off-street parking fa 
cilities, 

“We should radically improve 
our system of electric traffic sig- 
nals and markers. We should push 
our off-street parking program 
and improve the regulation and 
flow of traffic.”

TRUCK LICENSE 
FEE REDUCTION 


Governor at ‘Open House’ 
Tells Operators They 
Can Expect Some Re- 
lief After July 1. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 20 
(AP)—Gov. William G. Stratton 
promised a group of truckers yes- 
terday that he would push for a 
reduction in truck license fees, 

It was the first time since tak- 
ing office that Stratton spoke out 
on the hot issue of whether the 
Republican-controlled Legislature 
should reduce the $28,000,000 a 
year license increase enacted in 
1951.

Stratton agreed with delegation 
members who said that some li- 
cense rates, chiefly in the farm 
classification, have “worked a 
hardship on some.” 

He indicated he favors restora- 
tion of the provision, repealed in 
1951, which permitted truckers to 
buy a $5 plate and then pay on 
the basis of mileage. Under this 
system, some truckers would pay 
lower fees than at present, 

The truckers, many of them 
from Highland and Granite City, 
descended on Stratton’s office in 
his “open house” for the public 
and shot question after question 
at him. They told reporters their 
appearance was not an organized 
move. 

Some members of the delega- 
tion said they felt the “only fair 
way” to handle the problem of 
obtaining revenue for highways 
was to increase the 5-cent state 
gasoline tax. Stratton replied 
that this probably should be con- 
sidered, too. Revenue from truck 
fees and gas tax 1s earmarked for 
road construction and repairs. 

One trucker pressed Stratton to 
take steps at once so that the 
higher license rates would not 
have to be paid this year. 

“They tell me that with your 
okay, something could be done in 
about a week,” the trucker said. 

After July 1. 

“That’s impossible,” Stratton 
replied. But he added that some 
provision might be made to take 
care of the period from July 1 on. 
Another trucker, pursuing the

Among fields which the survey

RTTAIN's defense boss said yesterday an Allied drive up to 
Korea’s narrow waist could end the war there. 
But Field Marshal Lord Alexander, the minister of defense, 


cautioned that such an offensive—although limited in its objective 
~—would require more divisions than the Allies have on hand and 
probably would result in heavy casualties. 


He said such a push is “the 
only possible military way” out of 
the present deadlocked situation. | 

Once the new line was estab- 
lished—some 150 miles north of 
where the Allied and Communist 
armies are dug in now—South 
Koreans could take over a lot of 
the new defenses and so relieve 
pressure on United Nations man- 
power. 

Alexander told a group of 
American correspondents the Chi- 
nese Communists might then de- 
cide they were not bogging down 
sufficient numbers of Allied divi- 
sions to make continuation of the 
war worth while. 

The World War II commander 
who now shapes British defense 
policy was answering a reporter's 
question as to how military 
actions might be used to end the 
Korea fighting. 

Alexander was understood to 
mean a limited allied offensive 
should stop somewhere around the 
Pyongyang-Wonsan line below the 
fortieth. parallel. This would 
shorten the front line about one 
third, to about 100 miles. 

Alexander presumably was ex- 


pressing the views of the British 
Government, which has said it is 
against: 

1, Allied forces sitting on the 
Yalu river border of Manchuria. 
The British feel this would settle 
little because it could lead to a 
repetition of the Chinese attack 
in the winter of 1950. 

2. Allied bombing of mainland 
China. Britain feels destruction 
of the Reds’ industries and com- 
munications near Korea would not 
basically affect Red China’s Ko- 
rean war effort. 

3. An Allied sea blockade of 
the China coast. Less than one- 
fourth of China’s foreign trade is 
seaborne, according to the British, 
who consider a blockade would 
carry with it the risks of extend- 
ing the Korean war. 

Alexander told a reporter Brit- 
ain would “love to put more 
troops into Korea but we simply 
have not got them.” 

This country, the minister said, 
has 11 divisions on active service 
in various parts of the world— 
including four in Germany. But 
it does not have “one single or- 
ganized formation at home,” he 
added.

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The Red Racketeers 

Before it went out of existence, a Senate sub- 
committee of the old Congress gave the new one 
a shocking account of Communist domination of 
a seaman's union. It was a story of brutality, 
lust for power, treason to free labor and sub 
version in vital industry. 

In 245 pages, the subcommittee under Senator 
Humphrey of Minnesota told a story of the Ma 
rine Cooks and Stewards Union, on the Pacific 
Coast, and how the Reds seized control of it. 

Their first step was to capture authority by a 
fake “reform” plan pushed through when most 
members were at sea during the war. Then they 
negotiated a contract, later held illegal, with 
Pacific ship owners. The subcommittee termed 
this one of several cases of collusion by employ- 
ers who sought to avoid “unpleasantness.” 

With their power consolidated, the union lead- 
ers next used the hiring hall system to screen 
critics out of jobs. The hall itself became an 
armory and scene of brutality. Strong-arm 
squads answered signs of rebellion. 

A more disgusting example of the seepage 
and festering of Communist ambition could 
hardly be found. Senator Humphrey paid 
proper tribute to the courageous union men who 
fought it, for they risked their lives without 
expectation of glory in the press or Congress. 

After dealing with this one sample, the Sen- 
ate subcommittee later issued a final report on 
Communism in the labor movement, This re- 
port recommended steps to encouragé unions to 
get rid of Communist officers, and a training 
program to instruct the FBI and other govern- 
ment officers on the difference between “the 
bona fide militant unionist” and the “Commu- 
nist agent.” | 

The committee also proposed strengthening 
the Taft-Hartley Act requirement that union 
officers sign non-Communist oaths or lose their 
union's legal bargaining status. If an officer 
signed such an oath and later refused to answer 
official questions as to whether he was a Com- 
munist, his union would be given 30 days to 
get rid of him. 

Experience has shown two impracticalities in 
the oath requirement. One is that subversives 
can sign the oath and remain under cover. But 
more important, those unions which have re 
jected the oath still exist and retain consid- 
erable bargaining power, ignoring the law. 

Even the Senate committee members ex- 
pressed some reseryations about the oath re- 
quirement. And while they said it “would be 
fair to require employers as well as unionists 
to take the oath—which President Eisenhower 
proposed—the Senators, doubted whether this 
would make anti-Red efforts more effective. 

Senator Humphrey himself said the ‘main 
hope for rescuing unions from Communism 
must come from the victimized union members. 
The CIO, for example, has ousted 10 unions 
accused of Communist domination. This stern 
action cost the CIO more than 600,000 members 
along with their questionable leaders. 

So far the labor movement’s own determina- 
tion has been the best answer to Communist 
treachery. But Congress will want to explore 
the situation further. For fighters against 
Communism in unions sometimes need all the 
help the law can give them. The goon squads 
reported by the Humphrey Committee prove 
that.

A Good Look at the Voice 
By way of contrast to Senator McCarthy's 
harum-scarum investigation of Voice of America 
officials, a subcommittee of the last Congress 
took time to evaluate the Voice by the work it 
was doing. This sensible approach led to a sensi- 
ble report, recently issued. 

The investigators found, first, that Voice of 
America broadcasts presented America as being 
too proud of herself. Programs based on this 
country’s good living and power “seemed to talk 
down” to other peoples who lack either, were 
remote from their experience, and caused re- 
sentment. In fact, the subcommittee called spe- 
cial attention to “the dangers of overbelliger- 
ency and amateurishness.” 

An underlying trouble, the investigators de- 
cided, was that central direction of the world- 
wide information program had led to “a rigid 
bureaucratic framework and jargon.” The report 
urged that our information program be brought 
closer to other peoples. It urged decentraliza- 
tion, on a country-by-country basis, with more 
emphasis on libraries and information centers as 
well as short-wave broadcasts. 

This was the considered opinion of a subcom- 
mittee led by Senator Fulbright and which in- 
cluded such prominent Republicans as Senators 
Wiley, Hickenlooper and Mundt. Their report 
suggests that the Voice of America has erred, 
not on the side of favoring anything remotely 
unpatriotic, but on the opposite side of painting 
too gaudy and remote a picture of the United 
States, i 

Such a conclusion, undreamed of in a Me- 
Carthy nightmare, deserves consideration in 
Congress. 
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At Both Jefferson City and Albany 
New York, like Missouri, is one of those 
states which has sat on the sidelines and 
watched other states participate in presidential 
primaries.

But New York, like Missouri, is moving to 
get in the game. A bill to provide for a New 
York preference primary has been introduced 
at Albany. It would require a convention dele- 
gate to vote on the first ballot for the candidate 
who received a plurality of preference votes in 
the delegate’s congressional district. The pros- 
pect is that the bill will become law. 

This activity in New York should be of inter- 
est at Jefferson City where a meritorious bill 
to give Missouri such a primary in June of presi- 
dential years is in committee. 
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To Cut the Cost of Burial 

Ten AFL and CIO unions in St. Louis are 
co-operating in what for this city will be a new 
enterprise. Union Funeral Co-operative of 
Greater St. Louis has been incorporated to help 
cut burial costs for union members and their 
families, and soon it may be in full operation. 

Exactly how it will be run has not yet been 
determined. The co-operative will attempt first 
to negotiate low-cost arrangements with private 
undertakers. Failing that, it will consider set- 
ting up its own service. Similar establishments 
are operated by the United Mine Workers in 
West Frankfort, III., by the United Automobile 
Workers in Detroit, and no doubt elsewhere. . 

Leaders of the St. Louis co-operative esti- 
mate the average price of a funeral here is about 
$850. Although it is still too early to tell how 
much the co-opérative can cut that figure, the 
results in West Frankfort and Detroit indicate 
a substantial reduction may be possible. Union 
members all over the country will be watching 
the results of the St. Louls co-operative’s efforts. 
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Mr. Sendlein Loses a Round 


Until a few days ago, Bruno Sendlein, a re- 
tired mattress manufacturer, seemed to have 
the Publie School Patrons’ Alliance in vest 
pocket, and was dictating whom the alli 
would indorse for posts on the School Board. 
But an insurgent group has now challenged his 
dominiant role and persuaded the alliance to 
indorse two additional candidates, Louis H. An- 
taine and Daniel L. Schafly, both recommended 
by the Citizens’ School Improvement Committee. 
All of which seenis to indicate there is stil 
life in the alliance after all, and that some mem- 
bers are beginning to show they have had 
enough of Mr. Sendlein. Perhaps now the alli- 


ance will become more than a rubber stamp for 


his resolutions and candidates.

20—Eddie Stanky, manager of the 
Cardinals, expressed regret at the 
termination of his partnership in 
operation of the Cardinals with 
Fred Saigh, but said that he was 
very happy that people in St. 
Louis bought the club, so long as 
it had to be sold. 

The Cardinals were sold today 
at noon to Anheuser-Busch, Inc., 
for $3,750,000. 

Stanky said his relationship 
with Saigh had been the closest 
in his lifetime and that he was 
sorry that it couldn’t continue. 
“But if I get along half as well 
with the new owners as I did with 
Mr. Saigh, I'll be very happy,” 
Stanky continued. 

His relationships with Saigh 
had been as nearly perfect as any 
such relationship could be, Eddie 
sald, and there had never been 
any interference with his man- 
agement of the ball club by Saigh. 
Stanky said that he was grate- 
ful to Saigh for giving him his 
first opportunity to manage a 
major league club which is the 
ambition of every man in base- 
ball who loves the game as much 
as he does. 

Talked With New Owners. 

The manager talked with Saigh 
and later with August A. Busch 
and John L. Wilson, vice presi- 
dent of Anheuser-Busch, who 
were instrumental in arranging 
the deal. Stanky told them he 
would be happy to see them when 
they arrive in Florida, which is 
expected to be soon. 
Eddie said that he thought he 
could speak for all, or most of the 
Cardinal players and he felt sure 
that they all felt as he did toward 
Saigh and the termination of his 
ownership of the Cardinals. 


RICE IN FOLD, 
SARNI STILL OUT 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., Feb. 
20— The puzzle has been solved. 
The best defensive catcher in 
baseball has signed his contract, 
and Eddie Stanky, who had pre- 
dicted that Del Rice would accept 
terms quickly, was a pleased man- 
ager of the Cardinals today. 

Rice signed in St. Louis for a 
reported increase to $19,000 late 
yesterday afternoon, shortly after 
Stanky had said he wasn’t wor- 
ried about the “best defensive 
catcher” in baseball. 

The puzzling thing was that 
Del, who has been carrying the 
catching burden for the last three 
years, had been involved annually 
in a long drawn-out battle of the 
dotted line. What made those 
lengthy negotiations hard to un- 
derstand is the fact that Rice is 
a quiet, easy-going athlete, .one 
who strikes you as being very 
much on the reasonable side. 
“Del is reasonable,” Stanky 
said before he learned his rangy 
receiver had signed. “The club 
has proved that it is reasonable 
with its players, too, so I’m confi- 
dent that they'll get together and 
that Del will be happy.” 

Sarni Only Holdout. 
Rice’s signing left Bill Sarni, 
who might have difficulty making 
Stanky’s catching staff in com- 
petition with Les Fusselman and 
highly-touted Dick Rand, as the 
only Redbird who hasn’t come to 
terms for 1953. 

Heavy-duty Rice, whose salary 
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five years, caught 130 games for 
Eddie Dyer in 1950. 122 for Mar- 
ty Marion in 1951 and 147 under 
Stanky last year. His .259 aver- 
age was his highest since 1946 
and, though he hit to right field 
more often, his 128 safeties in- 
cluded 27. doubles and 11 home 
runs.

Pitchers Must Slide. 
Simulating game conditions, 
Stanky had the pitchers, one at 
a time, take a lead off the base, 
in the pit, and a good lead at that. 
Then he would coach them to be 
ready and would either yell “go” 
or “get back“ and when he or- 
dered a return to the base, the 
pitcher had to slide head first 
for the bag.

St. Louis Was Charter 
Member of N.L.; Team 


Won Six World Titles 


By Bob Broeg 


St. Louis was a charter member of the National League, which 


was founded in 1876, but there were two breaks in the city’s mem- 
bership—from .1878 to 1884 and from 1887 to 1891, 


Known as the Browns, the orig- 

inal St. Louis National League 
club was headed by John R. Lu- 
cas, a local sportsman. Lucas, 
the club president, managed the 
team in its second season of oper- 
ation. 
A year later, the ball club ac- 
quired four Louisville players 
who subsequently were accused 
of having thrown games the prev- 
ious season with Louisville and, 
as a result, were barred from 
baseball. Miffed at suggestions 
he knew about the players’ un- 
ethical background when he ob- 
tained them, Lucas and his as- 
sociates resigned from the league 
after the 1878 season. 

St. Louis was without profes- 
sional baseball until 1882 when 
the old American Association, 
then a major league, put a club 
here. Chris Von Der Ahe, who 
became a colorful figure, was the 
financial backer and was assisted 
by Al Spink, co-founder of The 
Sporting News. 

Von Der Ahe Takes Over. 

Von Der Ahe took over the 
name of the original St. Louis 
Nationals and engaged as man- 
ager a Chicago first baseman, 
Charles Comiskey, who later 
organized and owned the Chicago 
White Sox, an American League 
club still controlled by the Co- 
miskey family. Comiskey’s 
Browns won four straight Associ- 
ation pennants from 1885 through 
1888. In world series competi- 
tion against National League 
champions they won one, tied one 
and lost two. 

National League baseball re- 
appeared here briefly in 1884 
when a league known as the 
Union Association invaded the 
territory. The financial support 
came from Henry V. Lucas, a real 
estate man and nephew of John 
R. Lucas. The younger Lucas 
named his team the Maroons, 
which won the Union Association 
pennant the only year that league 
was in operation. 

After the Union Association 
went out of business, the National 
League voted a franchise to Henry 
Lucas, who moved his Maroons 
from a field at Jefferson and Cass 
avenues in the heart of. Kerry 
Patch to Vandeventer and Nat- 
ural Bridge. That site, now the 
location of Beaumont High School, 
was the home of the modern Car- 
dinals and their antecedents until 
Sam Breadon sold the property to 
the city in 1920. The Cardinals 
then became tenants of the 
Browns at Sportsman’s Park, 

Brush Purchases Club. 

Lucas, suffering in competition 
with Von Der Ahe’s Browns, sold 
his Maroons at the end of the 1886 
season to John T. Brush, an In- 
dianapolis merchant. Brush moved 
the club to Indianapolis. Subse- 
quently Brush moved to New 
York and owned the Giants at 
the time of his death in 1912, 

In a merger into a 12-club or- 
ganization in December, 1891, the 
National League purchased Amer- 
ican Association teams in five 
cities for $135,000 and awarded 
the Washington franchise to St. 
Louis, Von Der Ahe and his 
Browns. Von Der Ahe's team was 
poor, his money went into a los- 
ing cause and after the 1898 sea- 
son the National League Browns 
were sold by court order to meet 
Von Der Ahe’s obligations. 

In an auction held on the steps 
of the old Court House, G. A. 
Gruner bought the club for $33,- 
000 and quickly sold it at a $7000 
profit to Edward C. Becker, a St. 
Louis attorney who was acting for 
the National League and the Rob- 
ison brothers, Frank DeHaas 
and Matthew Stanley, owners of 
the Cleveland Spiders. ° 

The National League moved 
the strong Cleveland team to St. 
Louis, prompting Von Der Ahe to 
— a damage suit for $50,000 on 

e 
had stolen his ball club. Counter- 
ing Von Der Ahe’s legal action, 
the National League expelled the 
old St. Louis club from the league 
and issued the franchise to a new- 
ly formed corporation, the Amer- 
ican Baseball and Exhibition Co., 
of which Frank DeHaas Robison 
was president, 


The name “Cardinals” ap- 


peared first in 1899, the first 
year the St. Louis Nationals were 
operated by the Robison brothers, 
who had been traction men in 
Fort Wayne, Ind., and Cleveland. 
A reporter for the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, Willie McHale, general- 
ly is credited with having given 
the red-stockinged team its nick- 
name. 

Ill health and financial difficul- 
ties forced Frank DeHaas Robi- 
son to retire as president of the 
Cardinals in 1906. He was suc- 
ceeded by brother Stanley. The 
younger Robinson was in control 
until his death in March, 1911, 
when the club was inherited by 
Mrs. Helene Hathaway Robinson 
Britton, niece of Stanley and 
daughter of Frank. 

Mrs. Britton represented the 
Cardinals at National League 


meetings for six years, but her 


husband, Schuyler Britton, was 
president from 1913 to 1916. In 
1912, however, a friend of the 
family, E. A. Steininger, and then 
the club’s attorney, James C. 
Jones, served as president. 

Park Sold for $200,000. 

Mrs. Britton, who succeeded 
her divorced husband as operat- 
ing head of the club, sold the 
club to Jones, the club lawyer, 


and a group of baseball fans or- 


ganized by Jones. The price, in- 
cluding the real estate and ball 
park at Vandeventer and Natural 
Bridge, was-$375,000. Four years 
later the 20 acres of real estate 
was sold for $200,000, and the 
Cardinals turned down a cash 
offer of more than $250,000 for 
one player, Robers Hornsby. 

A small stockholder was Sam 
Breadon, an automobile dealer. 
Breadon’s original investment 
was $200 for four shares of stock. 
Eventually Breadon boosted his 
holdings to $2000 and lent the 
struggling club $18,000. He was 
named first to the board of direc- 
tors and in January 1920 became 
club president, a position he held 
until he sold the Cardinals to 
Fred Saigh and the late Robert E. 
Hannegan in November 1947. 

By the time he turned over the 
Cardinals to Saigh and Hannegan, 
Breadon had increased his hold- 
ings in the ball club to about 78 
per cent. He disposed of his con- 
trolling stock after a period dur- 
ing which the Cardinals enjoyed 
their greatest success, winning 
nine pennants and six world 
championships.

NEW YORK, Feb. 20 (AP)—

Emanuel H. Bloch, attorney for 
the Rosenbergs, convicted as atom 
spies, confirmed last night that 
three members of the family had 
gone to the juror to sound him 
out on how he felt about the 
death sentence. 

Presumably the intent was to 
see if hé would be amenable to 
signing a petition for clemency. 
The family said the juror-—whose 
name was not disclosed—rebuffed 
them, Bloch added. 

The defense attorney said he 
advised the three Rosenbergs— 
Julius's mother, à sister, Ethel, 
and a brother, David—that he saw 
nothing wrong with discussing the 
sentence: with jurors so long as 
7 avoided arguing merits of 


case. 

The jury itself did not impose 
the sentence. United States Dis- 
trict Judge Irving R. Kaufman 
sentenced the Rosenbergs to death 
after they were found guilty ‘in 
1951 of conspiring to transmit 
atomic secrets to Russia. They 
have been granted a stay of exe- 
cution pending 2 United States 
Supreme Court decision on wheth- 
er to review their case. 

The Rosenbergs are preserving 
correspondence between them- 
selves and persons outside Sing 
Sing prison, reportedly with a 
view to publication of letters and 
memoranda in a book. The Rosen- 
bergs are prisoners in separate 
wings of the death house. 
Reports from the prison said a 
book on the Rosenbergs’ legal 
fight for freedom may be p 

to raise funds. Publication of such 
a book has been under consider- 
ation, but whether it would be 
written by the Rosenbergs, or by 
someone in their names, has not 
been disclosed.

LEAVES NEW YORK’S 
FAMOUS PARK ROW

NEW YORK. Feb. 20 — Park 
Row, famous home of New York's 
leading newspapers during the 
latter part of the nineteenth and 
the early twentieth centuries, lost 
its one surviving daily today. The 
Journal of Commerce, 125 years 
old and for the last 20 years pub- 
lished in the Pulitzer Building, 
printed today’s edition there, and 
beginning next Tuesday the paper 
will be published in new quarters 
on Vesey street, 


One of the few vestiges of the 
newspaper business remaining in 
the Pulitzer Building, which 
housed the New York World until 
its death in 1931, will be the offi- 
ces of the Irish Advocate, a week- 
ly, which does not publish on the 
premises. In the last decade of 
the nineteenth century the New 
York Times, The New York Sun 
and The New York Tribune occu- 
pied buildings on Park row. 

The old home of the World was 
the tallest in the city when it was 
built by Joseph Pulitzer in 1888. 
It soon will fall prey to the iron 
ball of the wreckers, along with 
some 20 other buildings, to pro- 
vide a new approach to Brooklyn 
Bridge.

Wo FACED LONG TEM 


Identification Questioned — 
15-Year Sentence After 
First Trial, 


James Lee Montgomery, former 
convict, was found not guilty of 
a. robbery charge by a circuit 
court jury yesterday in the re- 
trial of a case in which he had 
originally been sentenced to 15 
years in the penitentiary. He was 
freed after James Rankin, de- 
fense attorney, put a former po- 
liceman on the stand ‘to show 
there was “reasonable doubt” in 
the identification of Montgomery 
by victims of the holdup. 

Montgomery was accused of the 
holdup of Dr. Park J. White and 
Dr. George Sato in their offices, 
337A North Euclid avenue, Oct. 
28, 1950. 

The former policeman, Joseph 
Deggendorf, now a city fireman, 
testified that immediately after 
the robbery, Dr. White told him 
the robber had a crescent-shaped 
scar from his right ear to his 
right eye. Although Montgomery 
has no such scar, both physicians 
identified him in court. 

The case was heard in the court 
of Judge Waldo C. Mayfield. The 
earlier trial was before Judge 
Harry F. Russell. The case was 
sent back for a ne wtrial when 
the State Supreme Court ruled 
that prejudicial testimony was al- 
lowed in evidence. 

Donald T. McClanahan, assist- 
ant circuit attorney, said follow- 
ing yesterday’s trial he would file 
two other robbery charges against 
Montgomery.

To dispose of the film as an action-drama, it is pretty 


mediocre in content. A tale, derived from n true incident, 
of how two man-eating lions terrorized a railroad building 
camp in British East Africa around the turn of the century, 
the script lacks the merit of dialogue and tion, and the 
suspense or acting to make it other than routine. But Direc 
tor-Writer-Producer Arch Oboler chose it because it made 
possible a lot of outdoor scenes and longer shots where the 
most remarkable depth effects are obtained, and the plot 
was simple enough not to take the spectator’s mind off the 


depth process. 

Natural Vision uses a flat metallic screen and requires 
the spectator to wear cardboard Polaroid glasses. I didn’t 
find the glasses uncomfortable, nor did I have any sense of 
eye-strain. I did find uncomfortable the customary fadeout 
and fadein between sequences. Although it happened only a 
few times, the forelengthening, as it were, of objects coming 
toward the spectator, resulted in distortion. For instance, 
Robert Stack's arms and legs, when he was in a sitting posi- 
tion facing the camera, seemed abnormally long in one shot. 
The depth was not particularly noticeable in face closeups. 
Oboler purposely avoided stunt effects. The only one 
where a native hurled a spear straight at the camera 
audience. One instinctively ducked. In some shots where 
heads were in the foreground, without the rest of the body 
showing, the heads seem to rise out of the audience, disturb- 
ing the realism. I imagine this process, anjway, will play 
havoc with the Hollywood custom of playing scenes in front 
of “back-screening,” (that is, outdoor shots flashed on a screen 
back of the actors) or with flat painted outdoor panorama 
backgrounds. Some shots of hippos and alligators in 3 river 
appeared to be flat shots used in the back-screening process, 
and the illusion of depth was lost. ä 

The film tells how Stack, as a ne’er-do-well left in charge 
of the railroad building process, proves himself by finally 
dispatching the lions after they have chewed upja goodly 
passel of Indian laborers, native lion hunters, and even three 
imported British sahib big-game hunters. Seems to me a little 
common sense would have nabbed the beasts much more 
quickly, but who am I to tell Stack how to hunt lions from 
6000 miles away, and, anyway, if he had gotten them in the 
first reel, it couldn't have been the first 3-D feature film. 


A Lesson in Humanity — 

A modest but shining little French film, “PASSION FOR 
LIFE,” is at the PAGEANT, and clothes with a warm and com- 
Passionate glow a simple tale of how a new teacher in a 
Provence village introduces “modern” ideas into teaching in 
the shabby school and wins a battle over the 
town die-hards. 

Jean-Paul Le Chanois, the writer-director- 
producer, has sensitively explored the prob- 
lems of the schoolmaster in winning the 
boys over from a rigid, learn-by-rote dis- 
ciplinary system to a genuine passion for 
knowledge. “Behind each face,” reflects M. 
Pascal, the teacher, “a soul. How to uncover it, reach it... 
create a thirst for knowledge, for life in them... and then 
assuage this thirst. ... Each is a challenge.” Quite a revolution 
from a system of brow-beating dates and facts into the re- 
luctant minds of some grubby little barbarians. 

The development is fascinating, and it is expertly acted 
by such professionals as Bernard Blier as the teacher, and 
some actual school children headed by Pierre Coste as a 
hulking problem lout whose conversion to a boy of spirit 
and ideas in a rather touching ending is the supreme triumph 
in M. Pascal's faith in children as individuals. This is a 
beautifully done film that has its own third-dimension—a 
probing deep into the human spirit. 


Conrad and Crane : 

The latest flurry in screen styles, the episodic film, brings 
two interesting, if unrelated, short tales to the SHADY OAK 
under the title “FACE TO FACE.” The stories are Joseph 
Conrad’s The Secret Sharer,” and Stephen Crane’s humorous 
“The Bride Comes to Yellow Sky.” 

The Conrad tale is the better realized of 
the two, a brooding psychological melodrama 
about a young sailing freighter captain with 
his first command who risks his cgreer, his 
life and those of his crew because of his be- 
lief in justice and his faith in a fugitive mate 
from another ship whom the captain is con- 
vinced was unjustly accused of murder. The dilemma of the 
captain, his quiet resolution in hiding the fugitive and aiding 
his escape, the nuances of character and moody atmosphere 
are limned with a low-key sensitivity. James Mason as the 
captain, Michael Pate as the fugitive, Gene Lockhart, Albert 
Sharpe and Sean McClory comprise the excellent cast. 


New Star, Old Hokum 

THE JAZZ SINGER,” which was a pioneer in its day 
as the first talking film, has been revived as a vehicle for 
Danny Thomas and Peggy Lee, and is on view at the FOX, 
Thomas, although his singing is only fair and doesn’t have 
the electric jolt of an Al Jolson, is funny at 
least in his stage routines and knows how to 
spread on the schmaltz in the sentimental 
scenes.

It is about an infantry squad in Italy arguing over whether 
to rescue a comrade trapped in a shell-hole by a German 
machine-gun. The characters are stereotyped, the play 18 
talky, static and repetitious, and some of the technical aspects 
are absurd. For all the incessant jawifig of the actors, noth- 
ing very penetrating is said about the theme of duty to 
fellow-man. . 


Redskin or Paleface 
In “THE SAVAGE,” at the MISSOURI, Charlton Heston 
is a white man adopted as a small boy boy by the Sioux In- 
~@ians-who has to choose between his foster-race and the dirty 
pale-faees in the Black Hills warfare between the Sioux and 
the United States Cavalry. He sees the light of reason in 
time to persuade both his tribe and the cavalry to come to 
terms over a council fire, thus averting some promising blood- 
shed. Too bad he didn't get to Sitting Bull and Red Cloud 
in time. Up to the clumsily contrived ending it has its mo- 
ments of excitement as a Western, although all the white 
men decked up as Indian chiefs give that phase a phony as- 
pect.
